AN EARLY BLAZE.

Philadelphia Scorched $200,000 
Worth. 
PHILADELPHIA August 25.—A fire broke 


out shortly after 4 o’clock this morning in 
the flour mill of Wm. IB. Thomas & Co., 
on the northwest corner of Thirteenth 
and Willow streets. Spreading rapidly, the 
flames communivated to the stove and 
hollow ware foundry of Stuart 
4 Peterson, on the west, which 
extended, as did the mill, from Willow 
to Hamilton street, and thenfto a large build - 
ing at the southwest corner of Thirteenth and 
Hamilton streets, occupied by Gumpert & 
Bros., manufacturers of cigars. Thomas & 
Co.’s mill was in operation at the time the 
fire was discovered. 
A MISSING MAN. 

Wm. Miller, fremanin the milling-room, 
is missing. The building was soon in ruins, 
all the walls falling and filling the streets by 
which itis bounded. Falling bricks crushed 
the eastern end of Stuart Peterson’s foundry, 
andthe flames, which soon swept into the 
pattern-room in the northeastern corner of 
the structure, destroyed nearly all the pat- 
terns, which Peterson stated will be difficult 
toreplace, and he estimates his loss at $75,- 
000, which is covered by insurance. 

THE LOSSES. 

The loss on the mill property is placed at 
$100,000. Gumpert & Bro. occupy the second 
and third floors of the building at the north- 
west corner of Thirteenth and Hamilton 
Streets, and second, third and fourth floors in 
tbe rear. The first and fourth floors of the 
front of the structure are vacant. The buiid- 
ing is one hundred and ten feet front by sixty- 
we feet deep. The firm employed 150 hands, 
and they had in stock 400,000 cigars. The in- 
~urance is $23,000, and will cover their loss. 
n the east side of Thirteenth street all the 
vuildings were damaged, increasing the loss 
about $10,000,

Butler and A. R. Taylor Hold 
an In‘eresting Colloquy. 


Messrs. John D. Perry and Joseph 
McEntire Examined, 


And the Gundeker Counsel are 
Again Disappointed.

THOS. HUGHES, M. P. 


Whatthe Philanthropist is Doing fo 
the Cause of Labor. 
From the New York World. | 


Mr. Thomas Hughes, author of Tom 
Brown at Rugby, Tom Brown at Oxford,“ 
Queen's Counsel, member f Parliament, 
and one of the distinguished gentlemen who 
are interested in the Board of Aid to Land 
Ownersbip,” which was organized for the 
bene fit of English emigrants to America, ar- 
rived yesterday by the steamer Germanic, 
and is stopping at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
In Mr. Hughes’ party were the Earl of Airlie, 
Lord Ogilvie, Lady Maude Ggilvie, Mr. Wal- 
ter Nassau, Senior, a member of the Board of 
Aid: Mr. and Mrs. Gardner, of Stafford - 
shire; Mr. A. Ward, Mr. Hugh 
Hammersley, son of Mr. Hammersley of the 
tirm of Cox & Hammersley, army bankers, 
London, and Mr. Frederick Heape, of Man- 
chester. Mr. Hughes is chairman of the 
Board of Aid to Land Ownership, and comes 
to this country to further the interests of the 
company, or rather to provide for the inter- 
ests of those Englishmen for whose benetit 
the company has secured lands in Tennessee. 
Mr. Hughes said last evening that it is pro- 
posed to have the land settled by the 
tenant farmers of England who suffer 
under the present system of land ten- 
ure, and by the sons of gentry and well- 
to-do tradesmen and manufacturers for 
whom there is really no employment in Eug- 
land because of the excessive population and 
the overcrowding of all the trades and pro- 
fessions. The United States have been looked 
to as.a promising region, because the British 
colonies are either very remote or their cli- 
mates are such as to be unfavorable to the 
health of emigrants. Besides this, new com- 
munities are generally too primitive to be 
in accordance with the social positions of 
those who desire toemigrate. Mr. Hughes 
said that he trusted that in the new commu- 
nity there would be a high Christian 
character from the beginning, and that it 
would bea fine specimen of a town of the 
future. Hisown opinion was that the board 
could not be too liberal in reserving sites for 
purposes of recreation, and he was glad to 
see that provisions bad been made for grounds 
which were to be devoted entirely to this ob- 
ject. The place should be developed in such 
a way that if the managers were called upon 
fifty years hence to give an account of their 
stewardship no fault could be found with 
them. The enterprise was not started for 
the purpose of making large and 
rapid protits and allowing the place 
to blunder along anyhow and in 
any manner. Ile thought the town, like all 
the English towns, should have a motto, and 
he suggested for it Nisi Dominus,’’ which 
sbould be written over every public building. 
Mr. Hugbes intends to go to the proposed 
settlement immediately. Lord Airlie will go 
West and to Florida, and willthen join Mr. 
Hugbes. The latter will remain in this 
country until September, when the project of 
the company will be fairly started, and woen 
the community is formed upon a sub tantial 
basis there will be public ceremonies,at which 
Mr. Hughes will make an address, in which 
the distinctive features of the colonization 
scheme will be set forth. 

The property belonging to the company is 
a plateau or table land between Virginia and 
Alabama. The climate is invigorating and 
healthful. There is an abundance of soft 
spring water, forests of valuable timber, coal 
and iron, potter’s clay, sandstone and lime- 
stone and an excellent soil for mixed agricul- 
ture. On the slopes of the mountains, which 
belong tothe Appalachian range, there are 
jron and coal. Fruits and vegetables grow in 
abundance, poner in the upland regions 
of the tract. The winter in this region is said 
to be very short. Snow generally remains 
only two or three days. Spring begias at 
the end of February and ends the iirst of 
June. The fall tasts from October 1 to 
January 1. Climatic and epidemic diseases, 
itis stated, are entirely unknown on these 
table lands, and no acclimation is necessary 
for personsfromany partof the world. The 
highest point on the plateau is about 1,500 
feet above the sea level, and is on the north- 
ern end, towards the Kentucky line. Thence 
the plateau slopes downward till it has a 
height of 600 or 800 feet at Chattanooga. Ac- 
cess to the plateau, which is about 140 miles 
in length, is had by the Cincinnati Southern 
Railroad, 

The whole amount of territory owned by the 
board is about 800,000 acres. The company 
controlling it was organized with a capital of 
£150,000. Since March last a hotel has been 
built, a town laid out, a railroad put under 
construction, a nursery and experimental gar- 
den planted and a brick kiln put in operation.

Patti’s Expensive Castle in 
Wales. 
{From the London Times. | 


At Swansea, in Wales, on August 3, before 
Lord Justice Thesiger, the case of Heard 
against La Marquise de Caux cameon. This 
was an action against Adelina Patti, the cele- 
brated singer, and was brought by the plain- 
tiff to recover the sum of £2,500, which he al- 
leged had been duly assigned to him. In 
1878 Mme. Patti became the possessor of an 
old but small castle called Craigynos, in the 
county of Brecon, which she fancied, after a 
short residence there, needed renovation. 
She made a contract with a builder named J. 
C. Rees, of Neath, to add two wings and oth- 
er buildings and stables tothe place for the 
price of £4,250. Aman named Peck was 
stated in the contract te be the agent for the 
defendant, and he was to order everything 
and give his written consent for extras. He 
could not be removed from his post. Somuch 
was done in the way of extras that the con- 
tract was quite subsidiary tothis portion of 
the work, which, it was stated, amounted 
with the contract to over £14,000; and the de- 
fendant, although she paia £8,435, refused to 
pay any more, saying. Lou cannot receive 
any money on extra work, seeing that by the 
contract extra work cannot be paid for till 
three months after the completion of the con- 
tract, which, though agreed to be finished by 
April, was not finished till June, 1880.’’ The 
writ inthis action was issued in the same 
month, and therefore in thie respect it was 
brought too soon. | 

Again, none of the extra work asked to be 
paid for had been ordered by the written con- 
sent of Mr. Peck, who had in fact been de- 
posed on the 18th of March last by the defend- 
ant, Mr. Herbert Gye — his place as the 
superintendent of the building and all con- 
nected with it. Mr. J. C. Rees alleges that 
baving had wae! lent and goods supplied 
him by the plaintiff, he gave him a charge on 
the certificate he received from the architect 
for £5,500, and notice of this assignment was 
senttothe defendant in June last. She re- 
fused to pay anything, forthe reasons above 
mentioned and hence this action. 

After the case had proceeded some littie 
time, and counsel’s opening speech was fin- 
ished, bis Lordship suggested that there was 
so much which could not properly be tried by 
a jury that the best plan would be to refer the 
case to find out the facts to an official or spec- 
ial referee, if one could be agreed on, and 
then he would either state a special case or 
otherwise deal with the action.

What happened after that no one who was 
present appears to be able to tell. One man 
clambered out of a window and ran up 
Broome street, shouting Police! Police!” 
Everybody in the car was struck at and many 
persons hit. One man who was on the back 
platform was knocked over the dashboard on 
to the track. He clambered up again and 
rappled. with bis assailant, and, while he 
veld bim, Policeman Jackson arrived. The 
gentlemen called upon the policeman to take 
that man into custody, but the officer declined 
to do 80, or at least made no effort to do so. 
Meanwhile the driver, who had stopped the 
car and had been engaged in a _ tussle 
with one of the thieves, had thrown his man 
off the platform. The man then drew 
a pistol and ran towerd the steps, 
whereupon the driver promptly disappeared 
around the car. Here he was joined by the 
conductor. Inafew seconds the gang had 
fought tneir way through the car, and, hav- 
ing robbed extensively, congregated at the 
back platform.

All grades of goods are rich in 
coloring, and a large variety is to be found in 
stocks. 

Tapestries are running in brighter colors 
than for many seasons past. The majority of 
goods are worked in floral styles. Occasion- 
allya Persian or Oriental color relieves the 
general sameness, but all partake of a more 
cheerful color and fresher lines than have 
prevailed for many seasons. 

Brussels are also run in lighter shades. 
Small figures are in demand, and, like tapes- 
tries, verv few designs are made on black 
ground. Persians are still conspicuous in 
stocks, and medium colors are mostly used.

Some few Japanese styles are shown, 
and by some concerns afew Brussels effects 
have been successfully introduced. Colors, 
are, as a rule, a trifle lighter and fresher. 

Wiltons are shown in larger variety than 
for years. Light effects prevail. Mediums 
and small figures in Persians and Orientals 
are made extensively, and among the popular 
fancies are a few rich crimsons and delicate 
drawings on ivory ground.

These people are revoltingly airty. it would 
be impossible to find a race further remeved 
from our ideas of beauty. In height they are 
less than four feet ten, their bodies are 
emaciated, their voices are weak and shrill, 
like children’s. They have projecting cheek - 
bones, bleared and sunken eyes, large mouths, 
flat noses, short and almost beardiess chins, 
and olive skins shining with oil and smoke. 
They allow their hair to grow long, and dress 
it somewhat in the European style. The 
women wear it loose over the shoulders, and 
the description we have given applies to them 
as Wellasto the men, from whom they are 
scarcely to be distinguished, except fora 
slight difference in theirapparel. The wo- 
men are not subject to any labor, which, as 
inthe case of the American Indians, might 
have accounted for the inelegance of their ap- 
pearance. All their time is occupied in cvt- 
ting out and making their clothes, in drving 
fish and nursing their children, whom they 
suckle tothe age of threeor four years. It 
rather astonished me to see achild of this 
age, who had been shooting with bow and 
arrows, beating a dog, etc., throw himself 
upon bis mother’s bosom, and take the place 
of an infant of five or six months who was 
lying asleep upon her knees. 


A FORGER’S WIFE.

DO WE EAT TOO MUCH? 


A Comparative Study of the Question 
of Neurishment.

The amount of nourishment which a person 
needs greatly depends on his constitution, 
state of healtb, habits, and work. A sedent- 
ary man requires less than one whose duties 
demand the exercise of his muscles, and a 
brain-worker needs more than an idler. But 
unquestionably, the majority of us take more 


than we need. Indeed, food and work are 


distributed most unequally. The man of leis- 
ure isglso the man of means, and, according- 
ly, fares sumptuously every day; while the 
laborer toils for eight hours, and finds it diffi- 
cult to get enough to repair the waste of his 
tissues. YetaChinaman ora Bengalee will 
toil under the tropical sun, and find a few 
pice worth of rice or jowrah sufficient to sus- 
tain his strength. A Frenchman will not eat 
half what an Englishman engaged in the same 
work will demand, and a — laborer, 
cootent in ordinary times with a watermelon 
and a bit of black bread, will toil in the vine- 
yards and grow fat on a dietary of onion por- 
ridge and grapes. It is true that Mr. 
Brassey, when building the Continental 
railways, found tbat one English navvy 
was worth a couple of spare-fed foreigners. 
But, on the other hand, the British Colum- 
bian and Californian gold-diggers, thun whom 
amore magnificent set of athletes does not 
exist, live in the remote mountains of the 
Far West mainly on beans flavored with a 
few cubes of pork. Butthey also obtain the 
best of water and the purest of air, and their 
out-door life and active exercise enable them 
to digest every ounce of their frugal fare. 
The English soldiers, though better fed than 
those of any army except the American, do 
not get one-half the amount of solid nutri- 
ment which the idlest of club loungers con- 
siders indispensab:e for his sustenance. An 
atblete in training is allowed even less food; 
yet he prospers on the limited fare and pro- 
longs his life by the regimen to which he has 
been subjected. King Victor Emmanuel was 
a monarch of the most robust physique; yet 
he only ate one meal per day, and it is mani- 
festly absurd for any man to require three 
more or less weighty meals, and an afternoon 
cup of tea, to support the exertion of walk- 
ing to the club, riding an hour in the park, 
writing a note or two, and dancing a couple 
of miles around a ball-room. The ancients 
had their “ amethustoi,“ or ‘‘sober stones, 
by which they regulated their indulgence at 
table. The moderns have not eventhis. But 
they bave their gout and their livers to warn 
them, when it is too late, that nature has 
been overtasked.

GERMAN STUDENTS’ DUELS. 


Two Bloody Combats Described by an 
English University Man. 
| Halle (Germany) Cor. London Times. 
To-day I have seen vivisection; but it was 
voluntary vivisection—I mean some German 
students fighting duels and making butcher’s 
meat of each other’s faces. One of our 
friends came in at7o’clock and said that 
tbree droskies full of corps students had gone 
off in the morning, so we finished our coffee 
as soon as possible, and walked off to tne Res- 
tauration-place, where this noble and gallant 
sport goes on. We went into a beer garden, 
in which was a shed (used for music). Groups 
of students and other men and boys were 
seated about under the trees at tables; the 
students of the fighting corps, known by their 
little colored caps, were in the house or saun- 
terivg about, forthere had been one duel, 
and the faces were being . sewed up. 
Presently a crowd walke out of 
the house, and every ome ran to the 
shed and looked in. The combatants were 
not corps students, and therefore not such 
practiced bands. They came forward, band- 
aged up, with great ugly shields over their 
bodies, spectacies over their eyes, and the 
right arm twice the natural size, by reason of 
the wrappings. They looked extremely un- 
comfortable, pale, and trembling. The stu- 
dents hold up their right arm before starting, 
for they may never lower them below the 
shoulder. Everything is now ready. A 
couple of seconds stand behind and hold their 
swords. “On guard!” Let loose!” They be- 
gintoslash. They — — very badly, slashing 
at one another as hard as they cam; the swords 
are old, hacked, soft iron things. After some 
four strokes „Halt“ is eried. Blood is drawn; 
then they go at it again, atter every four or 
five hits fresh blood being drawn, and the 
swords being straightened afresh. So they 
go on, and the svectacle gets more and more 
horrible. The blood at first comes trickiing 
down the face onto the collar, a great hairy 
thirg which soon becomes sopping; then it 
falls on the shirt, the breast of which becomes 
also sopping. On and on they ko, getting very 
nervously excited, so that one man can 
scarcely gulp in. the water which 
they give him wherewith to wash his 
mouth. There are a hundred or more spec- 
tatols, among whom are two or three women 
and a little girl and boy. A lot of corps 
students stand round with uely, seamed 
faces. One tall, small-headed fellow, with 
face covered with scars, keeps the time. At 
last it is decided that they have fought 
enough, and they goout; but there are five 
more to follow, so we stop for another bout. 
This time they are two corps students, prac- 
ticed fighters—one with a red, other with 
agreencap. They have never known one 
another, but they soon get worked up into 
frenzy. This duel is even more horribie than 
the last. One of the combatants is a big, vul- 
gar-looking fellow, his face already nastily 
ecarred. The othera little lame man with a 
fair-sized moustache. These slash away 
some dozen times before they hit. It is au- 
nounced that the duel is to last thirty min- 
utes, unless-a bad hit is made. Again afew 
small cutscome first, and then more and 
more. The big man has his hip cutagain and 
again, and his forehead and cheek; the little 
manis even worse. Soon after each round the 
doctor has to sop up their faces with a 
sponge. Ihe blood pours down; some stu- 
dents standing by drink beer and eat bread 
and sausage. They get so tired that after 
each round they lean down or sink into chairs, 
their right arms being still held out. They slash 
so fearfully hard that their swords strike fire 
and get bentinto semicircles. It is so hide- 
ous that I cannot.Jeok, but turn away, squeeze 
tight my eyes, and only hear the continued 
cries, “On guard!“ Make ready!“ „Off!“ 
and then the clashing of swords, until a dull 
thump is heard and men ery. Halt!“ This 
goes on for more thanan hour. I can only see 
the face of the big man; its ugliness surpass- 
es anything I have ever seen; his big lips 
open, the lower one purple, very bloated, 
and hanging: the nose swollen and bloated: 
the faee a dull red color, save where it was 
streaked with the dark red blood. His eyes 
were goggly, staring, and bloodshot, and his 
hair had been brought over his forehead to 
stick together the gashes. With such a face 
he stood limp against a chair, with drooping 
shoulders, slouching figure, and blood drop- 
ping all about him, from the matted hair to 
the blood-dripping nose, the streaming 
mouth, and the red shirt. At last the little 
man ere the other what they call a deep cut 
on the forehead, and the end is announced; 
the small fellow was beaten, for he was too 
weak to go on. I now fer the first time see 
his face; I never saw anything so dreadful. 
Supported by some students, he hobbled off, 
more than half his face litterally one sheet of 
blood; the mustache crimson, the black hair 
raised, the collar and breastplate covered 
with wet and half-congealed biood, and un- 
derneath the remains of former contests. As 
be walked off I felt such disgust as I never 
remembered feeling before. But I am glad 
to have seen this dueling. No doubt it re- 
quires a considerable amount of pluck; but 
anything so utterly and unspeakaply hideous 
{ have never before seen. 


GRACE CHURCH BROWN. 


Close of the Career of New York’s Swell

Mr. Brown’s 
relations to this church in the matter of mar- 
riages, cbristenings and funerals have made 
him acquainted with many thousands of New 
Yorkers. His relationto thechurch as its 
sexton even caused him to be celebrated in 
verse. Wm. Allen Butler, the author of 
‘Nothing to Wear,’ made a pleasant bit of 
deception practiced by Mr. Brown the subject 
ofa poem entitled The Sexton and the Ther- 
mometer.’ ”?

Absinthe.

It is now nearly a century sincea French 
refugee named Ordinaire settled in the small 
village ofjCouvet, in the Val Travers, in the 
Canton of Neufchatel, Switzerland. Dr. 
Ordinaire was a medical man, and avery 
clever one for the time in which he lived, and 
he soon made himself useful to the people of 
Val Travers, among whom doctors and medi- 
cal men had hitherto been almost unknown, 
Dr. Ordinaire prepared his own medicines, as 
was not unusual in those days; and though 
he seems to have been a regularly qualified 
practitioner, it is evident that he had not that 
contempt for panaceas which is usually to be 
met with in the profession. Indeed, there 
was one universs! remedy which he held in 
high esteem and compounded with his own 
bands from various aromatic herbs, after a se- 
cret recipe known only to himself. This 
went by the name of Extract of Worm- 


wood,” and, as many per:ons declared 
that it had completely cured them, the 
doctor paturaily prescribed and recom- 


mended it to others. Before hisdeath he 
gave the recipe to his servant, ‘*‘Mamsei! 
Grandpierre,’’ and she sold it to the daugh- 
ters of Lieutenant Henriod, who grew the 
necessary plants and herbs in their own gar- 
den, distilled the elixir over the kitchen fire, 
and sold it to peddlers, by whom it was hawked 
about the country. Conducted inthis way, 
however, the business was nota very profita- 
ble one, and the ladies, after a time, gave it 
up and sold the secret. Atthe beginning of 
the — century the recipe came into the 
bands of a M. Hernod, of Couvet, and from 
that time “Extrait d’Absinthe,’’ as it was 
then called, became a regular article of com- 
merce, though it was not prepared in any very 
large quantities, as the demand for it was 
neither large nor general, and there was, be- 
sides, some difficulty in obtaining the neces- 
sary ingredients which manufacturers grew 
only in their own private gardens. By degrees, 
however, the demand increased,and the herbs 
began to be extensively cultivated. In 19 
the four villages ef Couvet, Motiers, Fleurier 
and Buttes sold plantstothe value of 1,20 
Louis d'or (£960), and ome individual alone 
had made 2,500 francs (£100) in the vear. 
From this time the cultivation of the absinthe 
herbs became a regular and profitable bust- 
ness, and has, unuappily, continued to be so 
to the present day.

The code was in- 
vented to prevent fighting, and when, by 
accident, two people come together under 
its provisions and kill or wound each other, 
the spectacle has a depressing effect on the 
general public.

ART ON A FROG POND. 
Cincinnati, the Western home of the 
Arts, the Athens of the Millcreek Valley, 
is reveling in a new artistic sensation. 
On one of the elevations back of the city 
there is a Zoological Garden very dear to 
the beer-drinking, «/ fresco population of 
the refined valley beneath. Here on Sun- 
days the citizens gather by the thousands 
to cultivate their quadruped brethren and 
study the habits of their simian ancestors. 
They love to trace back from the highest 
point of intellectual development in the 
„Paris of America““ to the jungles of 
Africa, where the great grandfather— 
Quaffed the undefiled 
Spring, or hung with ape-like glee 
By his teeth or tail or eyelid 
To the slippery mango tree; 
Where be wooed and won a dusky 
Bride, of instincts like his own— 
Talked of love till he was husky 
In a tongue to us unknown ; 
Side by side ’twas theirs to ravage 
The potato-ground, or cut 


Down the unsuspeeting savage 
With the well-aimed cocoanut. 


In this Zoological Garden there is a frog- 
pond—a sort of natural depression filled 
with water, which, in the euphemism of 
advanced thought, is styled a lake. It re- 
cently occurred to an unemployed artist 


in the city to utilize this lakelet in an en- 


tertainment which would rival the grandest 
spectacle of the Flavium Amphi- 
theater and tend to still further de- 
velop and refine his fellow-citizens. 
He devised a night show alliteratively enti- 
tled ‘‘Visions of Venice.“ As Mark Twain 
said about the Sacred Panorama, a night 
show, where the light is withdrawn from the 
mixed audience and concentrated on the 
stage, appeals strongly to a Parisian audi- 
ence in Ohio. The frog-pond was made to 
do duty as the Adriatic; some painted 
scenes andaplatform on one side repre- 
sented the Doge’s Palace and the Church 
of St. Mark. This, with a quay, an open- 
ing into the plaza and some spires im the 
back-ground, is all that is necessary for a 
first-class Venice. A grand tableau vivant 
was announced as the Marriage of the 
Doge.“ This had reference to the ancient 
ceremony on the part ef, the Doges of pe- 
riodically dropping aring into the sea in 
front of Venice, with appropriate mum- 
mery, and referred to in the history as 
„The Marriage of the Adriatic.“ Several 
thousand cultivated citizens gathered at 
the garden en Monday night to see the 
Doge do the ring trick. At the very outset 
an accident occurred which came near de- 
stroying the illusion of the evening. A fine 
orchestra had been engaged for the occa- 
sion and perched upona platform built 
At the edge of the treacherous sea. 
While the musicians were waiting for the 
approach of a stately gondola the platform 
listed toward the water. A fat tuba player 
slipped over the side and fell into the Adri- 
atic with a frightful plash. The ’cello 
player, who was related to him by mar- 
riage, plunged in to rescue him, This cre- 
ated a rush to the other side of the plat- 
form and, the whole thing giving way, the 
entire band was precipitated into the sea, 
instruments and all. The big fiddler jump- 
ed upon his fiddle and rode away to shore 
as majestically as though sealed in a 
pinnace. Not so easily did the others 
escape. The Venetian Life Service Station, 
on the opposite side, seeing the accident, 
sent out a number of gondolas and fished 
up the wind-jammers and catgut raspers, 
together with such derelict fiddle bows, 
drums, violins and other instruments of 


| melody as were tossed about upon the | 


waves. The bass viol player, who was the 

first to reach shore, took the Bridge of 

Sighs off his instrument and constructed a ) 
hasty passage-way from the rescuing boat 
to the shore. The ducked musicians, splat- 
tered with the blue clay peculiar to the 

Ohio hills, were sent off to dry, and a new 

band was engaged. Then, amid soft music 

from achorus onthe quay and under the 

rich glare of ocalcium lights, Mr. 

Schmittgall and Miss O’Hoolihan, repre- 

senting the Doge of Venice and the Queen. 
of Beauty respectively, floated outin a gon- 

dola surrounded by crimson-clad court 

fools and gaily-decked ladies and cavaliers, 

and the ceremony of wedding the Adriatic 

took place, unmindful of the poor musi- 

cians seeking a-dry-attic in which to recov- 

er from their unexpected baptism. After 

this came Archibald Osbaldistone and Mi- 

chael Pheelan, clad as knights, fighting from 

the prows of papier-mache gondolas for 

the dominion of the sea, together with oth- 

er tilts of a similar lofty and chivalric 

character. With pasteboard scenes, rich 

with the color of Titian and Paul Veronese, 

knights in calico dresses and sombre black 

gondolas standing out in bold relief under 

the radiant calciums, it may be imagined 

that the spectacle was one of grandeur 

and highly edifying to the artistic Cincin- 

nati mind.

THE BRITASH LEG. 


Points Gathered at the Brighton Bath- 
| ing Beach. 

; }*“tath*s’? Cor. Brobklyn Hagle. | 
There. is little bathing at Brighton, and in 
this respect I was disappointed. People do 
not come here flying from the beat and 
plunge into the water to cool the blood as we 
do. They fiy from the cold as well, to those 
sheltered south coasts, and seek an equal cti- 
mate rather than a revulsion of climates. All 
the time I have been here it has been pretty 
cold weather, although a sofcening wind from 
the face of the sea abides even in the damp- 
ness. The Englishmen are often fine swim- 
were, and tbere seems to be no treacherous 
current bere, bearing the swimmer off to sea, 
and consequently the nude bodies of young 
Britons are seen half a mile out in the water. 
The women do not swim as much as ours. 
English women bathe in flannel, generally 
blue, with no sleeves, the arms, which are 
the best limbs they have to show, de- 
ing exposed to the armpit. The 
sun does not scorch those fine muscu- 
jar arms, but merely puts a little haze or 
jog upon them to tempt their roses out. 
They all wear bathing-shoes, or rather slip- 
pers, which do sot bide the ankle, as the 
pebbles here and strong surf would soon la- 
cevate the feet. They wear stockings in but 
few cases. and, I think, wear corsets in the 
water but little. The bathing-dre-s is made 
joosish, particularly below the middle, and is 
seldom belted. The legs are wide and not 
tied, so that the British legs are revealed in 
their full length, and often above the knees. 
A cool, measured, and judicial view brings me 
to the conclusion that the British leg is fair to 
middling. It lacks three of the noble ele- 
ments of the American limb—the large. 
round, tapering calf, the sma!) ankle and the 
high-instepped, well-born foot. The British 
cal? is like a bandage tied on, bunching once 
and then sliding away into leanness; the 
whole foot of the Engiish woman is a mascu- 
line article girded into abominable shoes, 
which may be sensible in de- 
sign, but are without symmetery. 
I think we make the dest shoes ia 
the world for both men and women, and our 
machine-made shoes are not only the cheap- 
est in the world, but the most sightly and com- 
fortable. Weare the best-dressed people in 
the world, although the model of our styles is 
manifestly Parisian. Continuing with the 
female anatomy, I may say that the American 
iris resemble the French more than the Eng- 
isb, yet resemble neither much. There is a 
refinewent of skin and Latin contrast in the 
French girl's face dificult tosurpass, but in 
form the French woman is almost without 
hips, unless she be a laboring woman, and is 
laned off like a board. Her feet are comely, 
owever, and the ankle is cut square, giving 
her freedom witbout strength of motion 
there. At Brighton I saw some few rare 
specimens of beautiful vital life in Eaglisb 
girls; such had generally darkish hair, dark 
gray or brown eyes, skins without roses, of a 
le, brunette tint, and bodies fluent, limbs 
ong, and necks and heads cut fine and clear 

of the shoulkers.

Arrival of Mr. ‘Brennan's Body 


from Coney Island.

Full Particulars of His Death—Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral. 


The body of Mr. Peter J. Brennan arrived 
from New York this morning in charge of the 
deceased’s brother-in-law, Mr. Casey. The 
funeral will take place at? a. m. to-morrow 
from his late residence, No. 2832 Morgan 
street, to St. Bridget’s Church, thence to Cal- 
vary Cemetery. Mr. Brennan in his life was 
closely associated with many Catholic 
charities. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Sunday School Association 
of St. Bridget’s parish. the St. Vincent de 
Paul confraternity and the young men’s so- 
dality of. St. Xavier’s. The pall-bearers 
will be selected from the last named associa- 
tion, of which the deceased was a prominent 
and valuable member. The young men’s 


sodality will be present at the funeral in a 
body and will bestow all the honors usually 
-hown at the decease of a member. Mr. Bren- 
nan was in his thirty-seventh year and has 
peen a resident of St. Louis for tifteen years, 
during which time he has made innumerable 
friends among the leading citizens. The fol- 
lowing isfrom the New York Sun of the 23d 
inst.: 

When Mr. Peter J. Brennan, who was in- 
jured by diving into a shallow pool of water 
inConey Island, on Saturday, was taken 
frem the beach by his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Casey, he was perfectly conscious but wholly 
unable to move. The shock from the biow 
his bead received in striking the 
sand at the bottom of tde shallow 
pool into which he dived left him para- 
lyzed from his shoulders down. Brandy was 
viven him at once, and then electric batteries 
were applied, but without any visible effect, 
the only part of the body where any sense of 
feeling existed being the toes of 
one foot. This was discovered 
by the manipulation to which the doctors 
subjeeted him. Drs. Little, Robertson and 
Walker, after consultation, pronounced his 
case hopeless. He lingered until twenty min- 
utes to 6 o’clock yesterday morning, when 
be died while in a condition resembliag 
sleep. 

lite first remark after he was laid in the bed 
at the hotel wasthat while lying face down- 
ward in the water he was perfectly aware of 
his position, and that, being unable to move, 
be feared he would drown before help would 
arrive. 

When, at about noon, the physicians told 
him of his condition, and informed him that 
he could live but a few ~~ * at the longest, he 
became perfectly resigned. He expressed a 
desire to have a lawyer and a Roman Catholic 
clergyman Visit bim at once. Lawyer Healey, 
of Tarrytown,N.Y.,was called and to him Mr. 
Brennan gave full directions as to the dis- 
posal of his property. He dictated the com- 
position of his will without omitting the 
slightest detail. 

After Lawyer Healey nad completed the 
draft of the will, Mr. Brennan, who had been 
talking pleasantly, and without ap- 
parent pain or discomfort, asked 
read to him. He lis- 
tcned intently,and noticing some sligut errors 
inthe wording of the document, expresseda 
wish that they be corrected at once, in order. 
as he said, that there might be no possible 
chance ot litigation over the will after bis 
death. After the will had been signed and 
executed he remembered there were some in 
his store whom he had forgotten. He wished 
to have their names inserted, and only con- 
sented to leave the will as it was on the prom- 
se of his brother-in-law to give the amounts 
to the persons ke named. 

About a year ago Mr. Brennan visited Eu- 
rope, and while in Dublin he took his last sait 
water bath prior to that of Saturday. Then 
he aived from a platform in front of the bath- 
houses into forty feet of water. He said, 
ust before bis death, that when he reached 
the shallow poolon Saturday morning he im- 
agined himself for the moment at the baths in 
Dublin, and said that it seemed impossible, 
at the moment, to resist the impulse to dive 
in without stopping to consider the depth of 
the water. 

At noon vesterday Justice of the Peace 
Storms,’of Gravesend, L. I., in his capacity as 
Coroner, impaneleda jury, who viewed the 
body and gave permission for its removal. 
The inquest will be held to-day. The remains 
were taken toan undertaker’s at Gravesend, 
to remain until to-day, when they are to be 
brought tothis city and embalmed. From 
New York they will betaken directly to St. 
Louis, Mo. Father Tallon, of St. Louis, who 
was a very warm friend of Mr. Brennan’s, 
and who was with him when he died, will ac- 
company the body.
